While there is a lot of uncertainty 


and worry about our own Proving 
Ground these fears and doubts will 
be dissolved in due time. 


We have as an example for our- 


selves what happened in the case of 
a similar-sized federal project near 
Little Rock—the 39,500-acrc maneuv- 
er area for Camp Robinson (Hope's 
Proving Ground comprises about 37,- 
000 acres).

An Era Comes to an End 


An era of some of the vastest sub- 


sidies ever offered by a government 
to private industry is coming to an 
end. 


Ninety years ago a developing Amer- 


ica wanted railroads, and wanted them 
badly. So it offered land grants to 
those who would build them. More 
than 158,000,000 acres of land were 
given to railroad companies—an area 
almost equivalent to the whole At- 
lantic seaboard from Canada to the 
Gulf. Usually they received great 
tracts alternating on either side of 
their righl-of-way. 


This subsidy didn't cost the lax- 


payer anything directly. Land was 
what the United States had the most 
of, and giving it away to railroad 
huilders by the millions of acres did 
not seem extravagant so long as the 
needed railroads got built. But 
it 


was a subsidy—and a subsidy so gen- 
erous that those who received it 
couldn't even use it all. 


In 1940 a new transportation act 


was passed, providing for the return 
to federal ownership of millions of 
acres of this land. The whole system 
had become antiquated. For many 
years much of the time of the Gen- 
eral Land Office and the Interior De- 
partment was spent 
in 
adjusting 


claims concerning it. The govern- 
ment had retained for itself certain 
privileges for transport of its pro- 
perty and employes at reduced rates. 
The tax situation changed. Now the 
whole venture is in process of be- 
ing liquidated once and for all. 


The interesting part of it is the re- 


lationship of these vast subsidies to 
the "free enterprise system." It is 
just one more evidence that we have 
noviT hail a completely "laissez-faire" 
policy of nun-interference of govern- 
ment in business. 


The government has always "med- 


dled" with business. One of Ihu first 
acts of the new government after 
thu Constitution 
was first adopted 


was to set up u protective tariff, which 
is a restriction of free competitive 
selling. We have in our duy had mail 
subsidies for shipping lines and air- 
plane lines whoso development was 
nationally desirable. None was any- 
thing like as huge as the land sub- 
sidies grunted at a period which be- 
gan 90 years ago, and ure uny now 
being liquidated. 


There is not, and never has been, 


an economic system which flourish- 
ed 
entirely 
without 
direction, 
re- 


striction, encouragement, or "meddl- 
ing" 
in one manner or another, bby 


government. 


When people talk of a "free enter- 


prise system," they are talking of 
something that is always a matter of 
degree. 


Street or Box 
Number 'Must' 
for Hope Mail 


'Hope, Ark.' Used 
to Be an Address, 
But Now It's 
a City 


"Hope, Ark." used to be an address, 


but now it's a city—and folks are go- 
ing to have to put street or postoffice 
box numbers on their mail or risk 
having it wind up in the dead-letter 
office. 


Postmaster Robert M. Wilson, on 


the ev,e of an avalanche of new cit- 
izens descending on Hope during the 
construction period of the War De- 
partment's Proving Ground, issued a 
statement 
Saturday 
warning mer- 


chants, banks and all other business 
people to write detailed addresses into 
their mailing lists. 


He directed his remarks specifically 


to houses sending out monthly state- 
ments, for tile city has now grown so 
big that there are innumerable cases 
of duplicate names, and the address 
"Hope, Ark." is insufficient to identify 
the proper person. 


Postal Regulation 


"Postal 
regulations' require," said 


Mr. Wilson, "in an office of this class 
that local drop letters mailed in quan- 
tities of 10 or more by the same mailer 
shall bear a local address. Otherwise 
they should be put in the general-de- 
livery window and not given directory 
service." 


This has always been the regula- 


tion, the postmaster said, and from 
now it will have to be enforced be- 
cause of the increasing pressure on 
the postoffice staff. 


"This office is now serving nbout 


15,000 persons," he said, "and no 
telling how many more are coming 
here in -the^next'tew' Weeks.":"-" v * 


"Merchants and banks should im- 


mediately obtain street addresses or 
postoffice box numbers of their cus- 
tomers and put them on their records 
and statements when mailing. 


"There are various sources 
from 


which this information can be ob- 
tained. Merchants may consult the 
telephone and city directories. 
Or, 


for a nominal fee fixed by regula- 
tion the postoffice will help correct 
a mailing list. But most of this work 
can be done by the business houses 
themselves. And it should be done 
now." 


The postmaster's statement gave def- 


inite expression to the flight of time 
as Hope has traveled the road from 
a country village to a city, now sud- 
denly boomed by the establishment 
here of n major war plant. 


Back in the old days the postoffice 


was 
a 
community meeting place. 


Everybody else. 
"Hope, Ark." was 


indeed an address in those days, for 
the postoffice staff knew every name. 


He Wouldn't Change 


Even then, however, there were oc- 


casional flashes of humor because two 
persons happened to have identical 
names. There was the case, for in- 
stance, when one citizen approached 
another with the suggestion, "How 
about writing your name differently'.' 
You take the name and I'll keep the 
initials." But the other was outraged. 
So they kept on writing their names 
exactly alike—and put up with the 
discomfort 
of 
occasionally having 


their mail read by the other fellow, 
offset, perhaps, by the curiosity in 
turn of reading his. 


But those clays are gone. 
Now there are many, many names 


either identical or nearly so—in this 
postal city of 15,000 persons. 


And the situation will get worse 


immediately as newcomes arrive. 


And so street numbers and box 


numbers go up on envelopes for the 
first time in the history of Hope post- 
office. 


And the postmaster says lie doesn't 


mean maybe!

ber does not prohibit the owner from 
renting it in the meantime. All the 
chamber asks, said Mr. Jones,- is thai 
if a renter is obtained after listing 
with the C. of C. the owner tele- 
phone 940 and advise the chamber to 
this effect so the property can be 
removed from the list of available 
space.

Second Draft 
Registration 


Men Required 
to Answer Only 
10 Questions 


When young men register for pos- 


sible military training under the Se- 
lective Training and Service Act on 
July 1, they merely will be required 
to answer 10 simple questions, Brig. 
Gen. E. L. Compere, Selective Ser- 
vice Director for Arkansas, said Satur- 
day. 


Asserting that the registration will 


involve no complex procedure, Direc- 
tor Compere said that the ques- 
tions on the registrant's card per- 
tain only to his identity, his address, 
the person who will always know his 
address, and his employer. Registra- 
tion should not take longer than five 
minutes for each individual although 
in some cases it probably will be 
extended to 20 or more minutes, Di- 
rector Compere said. 


While it is essential that registra- 


tion be conducted as rapidly as pos- 
sible, the Director said that all re- 
gistrars must allow ample time to each 
registrant so that every question on 
the registration card can be answer- 
ed properly. 


No questionnaires will be answer- 


ed by registrants when they register 
July 1. Such documents are sent to 
registrants only after their order num- 
bers have been determined by a lot- 
tery to be held in the near future. 


Also the Director pointed out that 


there will be no physical examina- 
tions at the time of registration, 


Physical examinations will be given 


only after local boards have con- 
sidered the registrant's classification 
and determined that, subject to his 
physical test, he is eligible for mili-

31 Counties Rep- 
resented at Negro 
Visiting Day 


Two thousand negro farmers and 


farm women from 31 Arkansas count- 
ies attended the annual colored farm- 
ers' visiting day held here Saturday 
by the University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture's Fruit & Truck 
Branch Experiment Station. 


The day's program opened with or- 


ganized tours of the station farm un- 
der the direction of staff members 
of the College of Agriculture to study 
experimental work with pastures, can- 
taloupes, watermelons, tomatoes, ber- 
ries, peaches, grapes, cotton, and corn. 


A special demonstration in good food 


habits was presented by Cassah Law- 
lah, district negro home demonstra- 
tion agent, and Margaret Williams, 
negro home demonstration agent of 
Union county to those returning from 
the tours of the station farm. An in- 
strumental and vocal program under 
the direction of H, B. Mitchell, color- 
ed county agent of Miller county, was 
held during the noon hour. 


The varied activities and the work 


of the Fruit & Truck Branch Experi- 
ment Station and its companion sta- 
tions in the state were explained by 
George W. Ware, assistant direction 
in charge of the station. 


Dr. Walter R. Horlacher, dean and 


director of the College of Agricul- 
ture, emphasized the importance of 
complete cooperation and participa- 
tions of negro farm people in the 
live-at-home progrom, AAA program, 
and the soil conservation district pro- 
gram as their responsibility and part 
in national defense.

Allocation of a 100-million-pound 


aluminum plant to Arkansas, to be 
located possibly on the Ouachita river 
near Camden, was announced from 
Washington Friday night, simultan- 
eously with the announcement of the 
organization of a vast REA project 
to bum Louisiana natural gas and 
south Arkansas "sour gas" to help 
generate electricity to operate the 
aluminum plant. 


First news of the 
announcement 


locally was received in a telegram to 
The Star late Friday night from Con- 
gressman Oren Harris, in which he 
said: 


'The Office of Production Manage- 


ment (Washington) late today allo- 
cated a large aluminum plant to Ar- 
kansas, the site to be selected by fed- 
eral engineers. Power is likely to be 
blocked in vicinity of Camden, fueled 
by sour gas. Two 90,000 KWH gen- 
erating plants are contemplated on the 
Ouachita river. Am doing my best to 
bring the plant to south Arkansas, 
OREN HARRIS." 


Meanwhile, Saturday morning pa- 


pers published the fact that Thomas 
Fitzhugh, former chairman of the State 
Utilities Commission under Governor 
Bailey, has been named lawyer for 
the Ark-La Co-operative, which will 
construct with federal aid a 10,000 
WKH generating plant using Louisiana 
gas, but later tapping south Arkansas 
"sour gas" fields also.

'not only seen their men go, but 
their children and often even their 
homes. The lask of picking up the 
pieces and starting in again to build 
a home is an undertaking that calls 
for a great deal of courage—particular- 
ly for a woman over 50. 


New Ventures For the Old 


Separation has to be faced, and 


the best way to do that is to say 
good-bye to what has been (hard, 
sometimes, for a woman in her sixt- 
ies). 
Fortunalely, Ihis 
"everybody's 


war" is being fought on the kitchen 
front us well as in air, on sea and 
land, and no matter how obscure the 
part she plays, a woman can't feel 
quite so useless or helpless as she 
did twenly-five years ago. 


Looking afler 
children — whether 


lhc>Se of her own family, or of strang- 
ers—is one chore which the elderly 
woman can do and is doing. Harassed 
mothers with several small children, 
often alone to do all the work, wel- 
come a day or even a half day's re- 
spile from Iheir children, which time 
they can use either lo rest or take 
care of olhcr household lasks. 


There are, of course, counllcss old- 


er women who have slill one or se- 
veral members of Iheir family to care 
for. For the woman who stays al home, 
added lo Ihe ordinary household dul- 
ies are Ihe war-lime worries of cat- 
ering—which is no snap. 


Her chief worry is to be able to 


serve meals which will sustain as 
well as cheer her family, and every 
ounce of her ingenuity is called into 
play.

International 
Traveling Men 


Roosevelt's Eyes/ 
Ears Bring 
Events of War 


By JACK STINNETT 


WASHINGTON—When the history 


of this war is writlen, there will be 
a chapter—an important one—on the 
international traveling men of Amer- 
ica. 


These men are the eyes and ears of 


President Roosevelt and the stale de- 
partment and the army, navy and 
marine corps. They are 'message bear- 
ers to and from the heads of govern- 
ments on both sides of the eastern 
hemisphere. 


Not since the late Col. E. M. House 


made his historic trip for President 
Wilson have the junkets of "personal 
representatives" of the president or 
the government attracted such wide 
attention. 


Certainly the first section of this 


chapter will have to be devoted to 
Sumner Welles, wider-secretary 
of 


state, for it was his great flying trip 
of Europe in the spring of 1940 on 
which the world pinned futile hopes 
of avoiding the, catastrophe of this 
last year. Welles, the United States' 
No, 1 diplomat, intervied Chamber- 
lain, Lord Halifax and the King of 
England; Hitler in Berlin; Daladier 
and Lebrun in Paris; and Mussolini 
in Italy and carne back to give the 
President and Secretary Hull the most 
complete picture that could then be 
assembled by one man of Ihe nations 
poised for battle. 


WillUie Most Unusual 


Most unusual of all the "unofficial 


observers," of course, was Wendell 
L. Willkie. Mr. Willkie went to bomb- 
torn England to take a look-see for 
himself but he wenl with the Pres- 
ident's blessing and his letter of in- 
troduction to Winston Churchill. He 
returned to give this country Ihe 
unique sight of a defeated candidate 
of the opposition parly reporting, in 
private, his views and observations 
to the man who had defeated him. 


Then went Harry Hopkins, not on- 


ly perhaps lo see and hear and report 
bill lo prepare himself, by intimate 
administering the $7,000,000,000 lend- 
knowledge, for the herculean task of 
lease bill. On that trip, too, Hopkins 
laid the foundation for his conclusion 
that "Hitler can't win." 


Col. 
William J. (Wild Bill) Don- 


ovan combed the Mediterranean, Ihe 
Balkans, Ihe Near East and Africa for 
Secretary of Navy Frank Knox be- 
sides doing eye and ear work for 
Ihe secretary in England, 


Dr. Thomas Parran, surgeon gen- 


eral of the United States, went to 
Englind to study what war rations 
and repeated bombings had done to 
the health of the nation and came 
the worst of the bomb shelters were 
back with the amazing story that even 
not as unsanitary as some of our 
slums and some of the boom towns 
that mushroomed out of national de- 
fense. 


Took Long Way Around 


Most prominent of a battalion of ob- 


servers in the zones of action for 
Ihe army, navy and marine corps is 
Capl. James Roosevell of the marines, 
who took the long way around lo get 
to Cairo and the battle of the eastern 
Mediterranean. 


W. Averill Harriman, although he 


has the litle of minister, belongs in 
Roosevelt's personal representative in 
this category too, for he is President 
expediting aid lo Britain. Even now, 
he is on a junket 'to Egypt which 
gives him A-l rating- anjong the Pres- 
idenl's traveling men. . Ambassador 
John G. Winant's recent "return to 
report and confer' should put him 
into the chapter, too, 


In 
the 
opposite direction 
went 


Luughlin Currie to confer, for the 
president, with Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-Shek in Chungking and to bring 
back his on-the-scene report of the 
war in the Orient. These are only Ihe 
mobl outstanding of the eye and car 
men. There are scores of lesser ones 
senl oul by Ihe state and other de- 
partments. 


If Ihe President, the stale depart- 


ment and the government don't know 
what's going on in the world today 
on at least one side of the war pic- 
ture, it isn't because they haven't 
sent enough traveling men to bring 
back first-hand reports.

There are lengthy periods during 


July and August when excessive evap- 
oration and lack of rain may result in 
damage to growing crops, but this may 
be prevented by applying a mulch 
of oat, wheat, or rice straw, pine 
needles or leaves from being dried out 
by either sun or wind, according to 
Earl J,-Allen, University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture. The mulch 
will also prevent the growth of weeds 
or grass that would take both moisture 
and fertility from the vegetables. 


The mulch should be applied early 


in June before the ground dries out 
and should be two to four inches deep 
after settling or packing down. This 
will require from four to six inches of 
straw or leaves at the time the mulch 
is applied, the extension horticultur- 
ist says. 


In addition to protecting the soil 


from drying and smothering weeds 
and grass, a mulch will act as a 
sponge and will absorb much more 
water during summer rains. 


Garden crops that are well adated 


to mulching are tomatoes, pole beans, 
corn, eggplant, okra, and peppers. 
Mulching should also prove desirable 
on snap beans, collards, late crops of 
Irish potatoes and Swiss chard, Mr. 
Allen says.

FORT KNOX, Ky. — It would give 


a big kick to the men who best know 
the needs of America's new army 
to stand outside some of the long 
wooden buildings here and hear the 
steady, pulsating roar of motors from 
within.

Force—growing louder and stronger 
as it pumped a life-blood of techn- 
ical specialists through the army's 
veins.

A change has been mode in tile min- 


imum acreage provision of trie 1041 
Triple-A farm program, according to 
Oliver LI Adams, county extension 
agent. The change, he said, relates 
to the minimum acreage requirement 
of erosion-resisting and soil-conserv- 
ing crops and land uses. 


The provision requires, he said, that 


not less than 20 per cent of the crop- 
land of farms in "B" area counties 
(those generally having special crop 
allotments) be devoted to soil-conserv- 
in gnnd erosion-resisting crops and 
lund uses. The state handbook which 
has been distributed to all farmers 
of the state lists the land uses and 
crops that will qualify under this re- 
quirement. 


In addition to those listed in the 


handbook, Mr. Adams said, peanuts 
hogged off and soybeans grown for 
any purpose now become eligible to

requirement.

Corps Has Many Specialists 


Tankers require more specialists 


than any other branch of the ser- 
vice. The contemplated strength of the 
Armored Force is around 75,000 of 
these men. Turning them out at the 
highest speed possible is the all- 
important task of the Tank School 
here. Yet a year ago there was no 
such organization in cxistcnco. 


It was only last July that Maj. 


Gen. 
Adna R. Chaffee, boss tanker 


of the U. S. Army, ordered Col. S. 
G. Henry to "go to Fort Knox and 
establish a school to train all the 
technical specialists of the Armored 
Force." 


When Co. Henry arrived here he 


had no buildings, no mechanical or mi- 
litary equipment, no estimate of the 
number of men that should be train- 
ed, no office, not even a pad or pen- 
cil. 
Even today you can walk into 


many an unpainted office and come 
face to face with a major or colonel 
sitting behind a makeshift, unpainted 
desk, using boxes for filing cabinets. 


Four months after Col. Henry re- 


ceived his orders, the first class of 
200 officers and 2000 enlisted men mov- 
ed into the Tank School, were as- 
signed to the eight departments of 
the school, began going to lectures 
and working in completely equipped 
shops. Early next month Ihc school 
will be working at capacity, with 
380 ofifcers and 4946 enlisted men as 
students. 


Sent to Duty iis Scion as Trained 
Before a student is assigned to the 


school at all he is given a thorough 
interview 
and 
tests to 
check 
his 


abilities. Mechanical aptitude and IQ 
tests arc given all. Specialists, like 
radio operators, get special 
tests, 


such as phonograph records which 
measure ability to recognize sound 
patterns. 


The unique thing about this army 


school is that there is no set time 
required for training. Three months 
is standard, but men are sent ahead 
as fast as they learn—and the faster, 
tho better the army likes it. 


The school is divided into several 


large shops. In some, students dis- 
sect dead engines. In others, they 
diagnose the ills of live ones. Before 
he graduates, the studnt will have 
taken a tank apart, put it together 
and solved scores uf problems in- 
volving spotting and correcting me- 
chanical troubles.
